LOS ANGELES 一 Friendly rela- 
tions between America and China 
will improve the mental health of 
Chinese Americans, according to a 
University of Southerm California 
psychiatrist. 

Dr. John 人 W. Wong，assistant 
clinical professor of Psychiatry at 
the USC School of ' Medicine，is 
imnmediate past president of the 
Chinese Physician”s Society of 
Southern California. Born in Can- 
ton，China, he is the only Chinese- 
speaking psychiatrist 'in Southern 
California. 

Dr，Wong said that he was 
brought up to recognize Chinese 
contributions to culture and the 
accomplishments of the Chinese 
people. His children,， however, do 
not see this aspect of China in 
American schools or in the media. 

“MYy seven-year-old came home 
from school one day and an- 
nounced，Daddy, China is a Poor 
country.”China is indeed a poor 
country in material things， Dr. 
Wong acknowledged,，“but she is 
rich in culture and spirit， The 
school, however, taught my daugh- 
ter that China was a Poor country 
一 period! Idon't like that; Ithink 
think something Positive abonut 
the Chinese as a people should 
also be taught.” 

Progress has "been made in this 
direction， Dr. Wong observed. 
“Now there is a state board to 


Imonitor teaching material for OUT 
children， to make sure that contri- 
butions of minorities to California 
are being recognized. More should 
be -taught，however，about the 
positive aspects of Chinese culture 
for the good of the mental health 
of Americans of Chinese descent. 

“IT think it is also important 
Dr. 克 ong continued，“for the 
mass media to jlet our childqren 
know the.positive aspects of being 
Chinese，In the past 10 "or 20 
years, it has seemed that in almost 
eveIy mewspaper. there has been 
something unfavorable about the 
Chinese 一 an unavoidable result of 
tension between China and the 
United States,” 

American imrmigration laws，Dr. 
Wong commented，caused great 
emotional hardship among elderly 
Chinese.“Many of them had come 
to _ the United States to earn 
money for the-support of their 
families，but they were not 引 - 
lowed to bring their families with 
them. The loneliness they had to 
endure certainly didq not contrib- 
ute to their mental health.” 

Although laws were liberalized 
in 1964，Dr. Wong considers that 
there is still a feeling of severe 
loneliness among the older Chi- 
nese.“That is one reason, I think， 
that the suicide rate among elderly 
Chinese is _ twice that for non- 


Chinese,”he said. 


After his graduation in 1954 he 
taught for four years in junior 
high and high school in the San 
Lorenzo School District， From 
there he went to Anna Yates 
School. 

In 1967 he retired 他 om school 
work to go into business but after 
two years returned to his chosen 
Profession. He became a teacher 
at 上 mery High in 1969 and in 
1971 was named principal of Anna 
Yates School. 

Ong lives in Oakland with his 
wife and three sons.

“These People he continued， 
“are _ usually the ones who had 
come here as laborers 30 or 40 
years ago0. They had planned to 
return to China,but have not been 
able to do so.” 

The Chinese Americans them- 
selves camn contribute to the im- 
Provement of their own mental 
health，Dr. Wong believes. “We 
have our prejudices he said.“We 
have a lot of shortcomings; we 
tend to be non-committal，un- 
involved, and to isoiate ourselves. 

“IT think the most important 
change that should be made in the 
Chinese community is a real Sense 
of commitment to America，” Dr. 
Wong observed.“TJr the past，the 
Chinese helped to bnuild the rail- 
roads that opened the West，bnut 
considered their stay in America 
as a temporary sojourn. 

“What 工 want to emphasize,” 
Dr. Wong concluded,“is that to 
safeguard their mental health，we 
should help American children of 
Chinese descent to have a good 
feeling about their Chinese back- 
ground. The friendjlier the rela- 
tionship between China and Amer- 
ica and the better the image of the 
Chinese Presented by mass media 
and taught im schools，the better 
it will be for the mental health of 
Americans whose parents happen 
to be Chinese.”

HOPE FULFILLED 


Easter ls a season of hope. And for three desperate fami- 
lies totaling 23 persons crammed into six rooms in over- 
crowded Chinatown, the hope of better things was fulfilled 
last Thursday- 

Only a month ago at a Human Rights Commission meet- 
ing they were told that nothing much could be done for 
them. Consider their plight: 

One family，husband，wife and four children，pays $85 
for two rooms on Grant Avenue. Two of the children have 
tuberculosis. The family earns $408 a month. 

Another famaily with six children, one with TB，also pays 
pays $85 for two rooms on Vallejo Street. This family of 
eight averages $447 to $636 a month income. 

The third family of nine earns $768 a month with both 
parents working. They pay $150 a month for two rooms on 
Powell Street. Their seven children sleep in one room and 
three'of them are being treated for TB. 

4 全 last Thursday's hearing at the Department of Health， 
the 人 wellings were condemned as substandard. The families 
were told they would be relocated by the Central Reloca- 
tiomService and will be eligible for rent assistance. 

[本 ]p for the families came 人 from the Chinatown Design 
Cener whlich enlisted the aid of the Human Rights Com- 
mission.

coaching in the basic techniques 
or studies of game tactics. Conse- 
quently the level of expertise was 
low,， nor could it be expected to 
be raised under such ccum- 
Stances. 

After Liberation in 1949 there 
was am increased emphasis on ath- 
letics in China. Table tennis，be- 
cause of the simplicity and low 
cost of the required paraphernalia， 
spread quickly throughout the 
ljand. In 1952 the nation?s capital， 
Peking, hosted the first nationwide 
table tennis tournament. By 1955 
an annual nationwide table tennis 
tournament was started and the 
growth of the popularity of the 
game can be measured by the 
number of participants， which 
Inushroomed from 62 边 the first 
tournament to 270 in 1962. Be- 
sides this annual event there were 
also numerous other tournaments 
helq on the provincial and local 
levels. 

Chinese participation ip table 
tennis competition on the inter- 
national level，however，occurred 
only comparatively recently. The 
first International Table Tennis 
Tournament was started in Lon- 
don, England, in 1926. 

But a team from the Chinese 
People's Republic did not partici- 
pate in the contests until the 20th 
international tournament，held in 
Rumania in 1953. The Chinese 
made only .amediocre showing. 
But,by concentrating their efforts 
on imnproving their game，the Chi- 
nese Imade such meteoric progress 
in Succeeding years that by 1959 
they won their first gold cup in 
the men's singles. In so doing they 
launched a new dynasty in table 
tennis history-

In April 1961 Peking was host 
to the international championship 
Iatches. IThe Chinese dominated 
the tournament，winning three 
championships 一 men's and wom- 
en's singles，and men's team. Out 
of 54 outstanding players listed 
by the International Table Tennis 
Association that year，16 .were 
Chinese, the top two being Chuang 
Tse-tung and Ch'iu Hsiu-hui. 

In the mnext two championship 
tournaments，held in Prague 
(1963) and Belgrade (1965)，Chi- 
nese teams continued to win 
laurels with 8reat regularity，cli- 
maxing with a magnificent effort 
in 1965 when they became the 
Proud possessors of five out of 
seven gold ， cups 一 men's team， 
women's singles，men's singles， 
men:s doubles and women's doub- 


les,，as well as four second places 


and seven third places，.

Chinese teams did not partici- 
pate in the next two international 
tourmaments while their homeland 
was undergoing the throes of the 
Cultural Revolution;i however，in 
1971 the Chinese resumed compe- 
tition at Nagoya. IThere they 
showed the world that they had 
lost none' of their wizardry at the 
table and they demonstrated that 
they were stll the best in the 
ping pong world. 

This month a Chinese table ten- 
nis team will go on a friendship 
tour of Canada，the U.S，and 
Mexico. Doubtless, Americans will 
see the best in ping pong skills and 
techniques. But surely it will be 
the Chinese”sane and common- 
sense _ approach toward competi- 
tion as exemplified by their slogan 
“Friendship First， Competition 
Second” which will be the most 
lasting memory they leave behind.
